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RECORD OF TELEPHONE INTERVIEW 



Sir: 



The Office Action of May 18, 2004 requires election of a single species and listing of 
all claims reading on the elected species. Since this application has only one claim, the 
requirement is inappropriate. 

On May 25, 2004 the undersigned attorney telephoned Examiner Devon C. Kramer 
who stated that the drawings show several species, and that an amendment might add claims 
to different species. The undersigned attorney responded that if such an amendment were 
filed, it would likely be held that a constructive election of the species of the original claim 
had been made by filing that claim, and so claims to any other species would not be 
examined. Examiner Kramer then said that the existing election requirement should be 
traversed. 

On May 25, 2004, the undersigned attorney then telephoned Examiner Jack Lavinder, 
identified in the Office Action as Examiner Kramer's supervisor. Examiner Lavinder agreed 
that the requirement for election of a single species was inappropriate and said that he would 
send a paper canceling the Office Action. 

During the telephone interview with Examiner Lavinder, the undersigned attorney 
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also pointed out that he was no longer at the address at which he had been at the time the 
application was filed, and that he had filed two notices of his new address, but that, 
nevertheless, the Office Action had been sent to his old address. Examiner Lavinder 
confirmed that the PAIR system shows the filing of at least one of the notices of change of 
address, and he said that he would have the necessary action taken to have further papers sent 
to the correct address.
